ECUTION OF CHICAGO "RE. S f

Devoid of real sensations, the long 
looked-for report bearing on the man¬ 
agement of the Louisville Water Com¬ 
pany for a period covering seventeen 
and one-half year* previous to the 
present time was made public yester¬ 
day. The report 1* a most exhaustive 
one and covers in every detail the pe¬ 
riod dating from 1890. The examina¬ 
tion into the affairs of th© Louisville 
Water Company for the period covered 
In the report was made In accordance 
with a resolution which passed the 
General Council August 27 of this 
year. By the terms of this resolution. 
Mayor Bingham was authorled tc 
name a commission, which he did, and 
which was made up of W. Marshall 
Bullitt and Edward McDonald, to have 
supervision over the investigation. II 
also empowered him to expend $25,000 
of the city’* money In prosecuting the 
investigation into the water company’s 
affairs. 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the report is that portion of It pre¬ 
pared by William Barclay Parsons, ol 
New York, who was employed by the 
commission as a consulting engineer 
to go over and thoroughly examine the 
filter plant. In this report, which is 
Incorporated in that of the Audit Com¬ 
pany of New York, employed by the 
commission to make the investigation, 

Mr. Parsons says: 

• • • 

Prices Satisfactory In Spite of Free 
Rock. 


"We have carefully examined the 
contracts and specifications and com¬ 
pared them with the finished work, and 
find that as a rule thoso let on unit 
prices are reasonable and within the 
limits of usual contractors’ rates. The 
lump-sum contracts, when checked 
against the quantities at usual price®, 
also appear satisfactory. In making 
this statement, we are awarre that the 
rock removed in excavating the dear- 
water basin was crushed and supplied 
to certain concrete contractors gratis. 

"A general summary of the total money 
expended by contract for extras and by 
day’s labor shows thnt approximately 00 
per cent, of the work wa* done by con¬ 
tract. 10 per cent, by day 1 * labor, and that 
the extra* amounted to not over 2*i per 
cent, on the contracts. This Is a very 
good showing for n plant of this char¬ 
acter.

Probably Incorrect Bookkeeping. 


"Wo also made an independent esti¬ 
mate, based upon present prices of ma¬ 
terials, labor and apparatus, of the pro¬ 
portions anrl quantities obscrv*«l In the 
existing Crescent Hill filter and pumping 
plunt. Our total figure falls within IQ 
per cent, of the amount of money said tc 
have been expended by tho water com¬ 
pany. os developed In your examination 
of tho accounts. This we consider a sat¬ 
isfactory general check, covering, as It 
does, work done over a period of years, 
and especially, ns we believe, If a series 
of bids were taken on the cost of repro¬ 
ducing tho entire plant, there would, un¬ 
doubtedly. exist a greater divergence be- 
tw<^»n the high. and the lowest bid* 
thnn Is here shown The fact that th« 
amount charged as day’s labor Is entered 
on only two accounts, and that no charge* 
are made to many other items, which 
must, of necessity, have been done bj 
day's lAbor by the company, leads us to 
believe that this Is due to incorrect book¬ 
keeping. us no other reasonable explana¬ 
tion was obtninnble. 

'The filler plant as It stands contain* 
(he materials called for In the specifica¬ 
tions. as nearly as can be determined by 
external examination at this date. Som* 
of the re-enforcing steel we find wa* 
omitted In the actual construction of sonic 
walls by order of the engineer, but propei 
deductions are recorded In tho payment* 
therefor. The fact of the clear-watet 
basin being filled with water for the city 
service made an examination of its .in¬ 
terior impossible. Such exposed portion* 
however, a* we were able to observe in¬ 
dicated a good quality of workmanship 
and materials, and checked with the 
specifications and drawings supplied tc 
u» as forming part of the contract.

Pittsburg Nov. 11.—Philadelphia 
county's appeal from an Injunction re¬ 
cently granted the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road by the Common Pleas Court of 
Pennsylvania declaring that tiie Dlns- 
more two-cent fare low If- unconshtltu- 
ttonaJ and confiscatory wri* argued to¬ 
day before the Supreme Court of Penn¬ 
sylvania. sitting In this city. 

The outcome of the argument which 
was concluded late to-day, Is of vital 
Importance to the State and attracted 
many prominent members of the bar. 
City Solicitor Gendell made the prin¬ 
cipal argument for the State. He de¬ 
fined the powers of the Legislature and 
its authority regarding the incorporat¬ 
ing and regulating the methods of cor¬ 
porations generally within the State. 
Concerning the confiscatory question, 
which the railroad company raised, 
he asserted If the company's receipts 
from all sources should become so low. 
because cf a legislative act. that there 
was no return to an investor, the act 
would be confiscatory. 

’Since the railroad had put Into oper¬ 
ation the 1,000-mlle mileage book, good 
for the bearer." said the attorney, "Its 
mileage has Increased 56.000.000 over 
the corresponding period of previous 
years." 

The case of the railroad as summed 
up by John G. Johnson is that the rail¬ 
road has the vested right to fix rates; 
that it has done nothing to make this 
right revocable by the Legislature; that 
the Two-cent Rate Bill is rot 4 valid 
excise of any right which tho Legisla¬ 
ture may posses; that its enforcement 
will amount to the confiscation of prop¬ 
erty and that act is an attempt to inter¬ 
fere with interstate commerce. 

Blizzard In Illinois. 

Peoria, III., Nov. 11.—For half an 
hour Peoria was clouded in a severe 
downfall of snow* Sunday afternoon.

Lexington, Ky.. Nov. It.—[Special.]— 
Judge Parker In the Circuit Court to¬ 
day handed down a decision in which 
he held that the city authorities could 
not legally transfer money appropriat¬ 
ed for one purpose to be used for an¬ 
other. The decision was In the case of 
Henry* T. Dunoon, etc., against Thomas 
A. Combs, as Mayor, etc., to test the 
validity of an ordinance. The ordinance 
in question authorized the transfer oC 
$ 10,000 from the brick and w ooden block 
streets repair fund to the fund for 
macadam streets. The court ruled that 
the ordinance was invalid. 

In announcing a decision Judge Par¬ 
ker said that it wa^ the evident Inten¬ 
tion of the makers of the Constitution 
that the purpose for which funds raised 
by taxation were to be used must be 
designated. ”No man could possibly 
say just what the year's expenses of the 
the aity wiuld be,” continued the court, 
“but the idea of the framers of the 
Constitution In directing the designa¬ 
tion of the disposition of funds was evi¬ 
dently to check extravagances. There 
Is no low here fixing divisions and sub¬ 
divisions of funds, but 1 am of the opin¬ 
ion that the city officials have no right 
to divert any portion of the fund from 
brick and block streets to macadam 
streets. There are all three kinds In 
Lexington and the city knew",that all 
three would need repairing There 
should have been an additional appro¬ 
priation for the repair of macadam 
street*. I therefore hold that the ordi¬ 
nance diverting these funds is not 
good." 

An exception wa* reserved to the de¬ 
cision by the‘City Solicitor, who said 
h was possible an appeal W'ould be 
taken.

TELLS OF CONFESS ON 

MADE BY STEVE ADAMS. 


Portsmouth. Eng., Nov. 11.—Owing to 
a chilling. Impenetrable fog, which 
made a passage from the Isle of Wight 
impossible, the German imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern. having on board Em¬ 
peror William, the Empress and the 
other members of the German imperial 
party, who are to visit King Edward 
and Queen Alexandria, was unable to 
cross the harbor bar here on the early 
tide, and did not reach the Jetty until 
three hours after the appointed time 
this afternoon. 

The Hohenzollern, with the escorting 
fleet, anchored last nlglit off Sesea Hill, 
not having been able to enter Sandown 
Bay, Island of Wight, according to pro¬ 
gramme. The German Emperor's faith 
In the healing qualities of the climate 
of the Isle of Wight must have received 
a rude shock, as, owing to the thick 
fog. even the precise position of the 
Imperial yacht was not known until 
nearly noon, when It was discovered 
that she had felt her way-through the 
gloom to the Nab lightship, and had 
anchored there pending a sufficient lift¬ 
ing of the pall to enable the Imperial 
party to lund at Great Britain's premier 
dock yard. As it was then too late to 
catch the tide and enter the harbor, 
the reception party awaited patiently 
until the Hohenzollern succeeded in 
finding a way Into Portsmouth and 
making fast to t{ic naval Jetty used as 
a landing place for Important person¬ 
ages. 

The Prince of Wales, however, who had 
been delegated by King Edward to per¬ 
sonally welcome the German Emperor 
and Empress, In the meanwhile board¬ 
ed a torpedo boat, accompanied by Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts, had gone out 
Iti the darkness to find the imperial 
yacht, and succeeded In getting on 
board of her Just as the fog lifted suf¬ 
ficiently to enublo the Hohenzollern to 
proceed to Portsmouth. 

| The Imperial party reached Windsor 
at 5 o’clock, and were warmly greeted 
by King Edward and Queen Alexandra. 
The monarchs and their wives oordjal- 
i ly embraced and then went to Windsor 
castle. 

The visitors had left tile fog behind 
them, and as they entered the ancient 
town the weather was bright and ev¬ 
erything tended to extend a Joyful 
greeting to thc travelers. The nil!road 
station w/is profusely decorated and 
the half-mile route to the cnstl* was 
bright with bunting of many colors, 
while above the castle entrance flew 
an Immense German Imperial flag. 

The whole town turned out In honor 
of the occasion and gave the Emperor 
and Empress a hearty reception. The

The Tariff On White Paper. 

1 As bread Is the start of the physical 
life of a civilized people, white paper Is 
the start of their intellectual life. It is 
at once a necessity and a luxury. Upon 
its price to the consumer depends, to a 
large extent, the mental development 
of the plain people. Any trust or com¬ 
bination that seeks to put artificial 
prices upon news print paper strikes 
not only at the press of America, an 
Institution that has played no small 
part In the advancing enlightenment in 
this country and which Is reaching year 
by year aud day by day a larger use¬ 
fulness. but also at every uuyi, woman 
and child who reads. In making known 
bis intention to fight, the Paper Trust 
through the Judicial branch of the Fed¬ 
eral Government and to recommend 
thill the legislative branch remove the 
tariff from press paper, wood pulp and 
the wood that goes into the manufac¬ 
ture of paper. President Roosevelt has 

• stepped upon a platform that can hard¬ 
ly be otherwise than popular In the 
broadest sense. Every publishing plant 
will wish him success. Every low tariff 
newspaper and periodical can con- 

* sclent lou sly aid. In the enter¬ 
prise. Nepspapers and periodicals 
of another sort will doubtless Join 
in the movement from selfish motives. 
The battle cry of the President against 
a blood-sucking combination for the re¬ 
straint of mental development and the 
discouragement of civilization will echo 
from Dan to Beersheba and from Yuba 
Dam to Tadmor In the Wilderness, and 
there Is a reasonable ground for the 
hope that right will prevail. But while 
publishers arc looking out for their own 
interests with one eye and for those of 
the people with the other, they should 
bear in wind that to be consistent, and 
to be virtuous, they should demand the 
revision of the tariff not only where K 
pinches the people through one of the 
greatest American Industries, but also 

, wherever it puts an unnecessary 
burden upon tlte purchaser of the fin¬ 
ished product, whether that product be 
newspaper, ship or shoe, or harvest ma¬ 
chine. or what not. 

The Paper.Trust fight should not only 
result In si material benefit to all of the 
people, b^t it should serve to educate 
some of our moss-back contemporaries 
In the evils of a trust-breeding tariff, 
and to make It apparent to the blindest 
upholder of st.imlputism that the time 
has come Tor a reform that has long 
been demanded by the Democratic 
party, hoped for by the disinterested 
economists of the Republican party, 
and fought against by the "prac¬ 
tical" politicians who look lo the but¬ 
tering of their campaign bread rather 
than to the welfare of the people. 

President Roosevelt h is a refined fac¬ 
ulty for "striking popular chords." In 
this matter ho Is at once right and 
President Roosevelt. That la to say. he 
has taken up the cudgels In a good cause 
and at the same time made a powerful 
bid for universal commendation. He 
should be cheered lustily to victory, 
but no newspaper, no matter what Its 
political faith, If Its mind Is sound and 
its morals good, c demand a removal 
of the tariff from the commodity it 
chiefly consumes und uphold a •tariff 
law tiie general effect of which is to 
fasten upon other industries and upon 
consumers of finished products the evils 


The Field of National Politics. 

The general elections leave parties 
very much os they were. The loss of 
Kentucky by the Democrats is more 
than counterbalanced by the prospect 
that next year Ohio may be snatched 
away from the Republicans. The Re¬ 
publicans hold their own in their 
strongholds. Where the Democrats fell 
outside the breastworks the fault was 
faction fighting, as In Massachusetts. 
In New York the result seems a dog- 
full. Mr. Bryan records his usual de¬ 
feat In Nebraska. 

Upon any normal exhibit of parties, 
taking into account the divisions among 
the Democrats. It must be conceded 
that the Republicans have much the 
better of the outlook. If they encoun¬ 
ter no mishaps in Congress, and get 
together in National Convention to put 
their best foot foremost, revising their 
cast-iron, stand-pat platform to meet 
ihe changed conditions and nominating 
their strongest man for President, wo 
I do not see how they could lose the 
country.

The machine Is too i^uch In ev¬ 
idence, and. In machine politics, the Re. 
publican machine has many advantages 
over the Democratic machine. - Yet is 
there one ray of hope for the Demo¬ 
crats, and, curiously enough, this arises 
out of the single menace to the coun¬ 
try which shows Itself across the Na¬ 
tional horizon, that Is, the much-her¬ 
alded, much-denied candidacy of The¬ 
odore Roosevelt for a third term.

Stales were the people so homogeneous 
and prosperous. Without any serious 
wrenching of our Constitutional moor¬ 
ings we have become a world power. 

All the old sectional issues have passed 

/ 

from the scene. The geography no 
longer cuts any figure In our politics. 
At home and abroad we enjoy Immense 
prestige und profound peace. The pub¬ 
lic calm is so pervasive Indeed that it Is 
hard to awaken the average man and 
the mass of men, so busy and so happy, 
to any realization of danger. 

Yet, within the strength of the Re¬ 
publican organization and the weakness 
of the Democratic organization, lurks 
a most insidious peril, embodied by the 
personality of Theodore Roosevelt, in 
the event that he is not the upright and 
honest man the people have taken him 
for, but an ambitious, unprincipled man, 
who has all along been playing a deep 
game for the succession.

Judge Walter A. Lincoln yesterday de¬ 
livered a ruling In a number of bock tax 
cases pending before him which will prova 
of much importance to taxpayers if sus¬ 
tained In the Circuit Court and Court of 
Appeals. It restricts to a considerable de¬ 
gree the operations of Revenue Agents U) 
their so-called “fishing excursions * 
against property holders whom they sus¬ 
pect of having failed to list the full val¬ 
uation of their taxable assets. 

Judge Lincoln held* that when a Rev¬ 
enue Agent biings suit against a sup¬ 
posed delinquent he must set forth spe¬ 
cially the property which is alleged to 
have been omitted from the Assessor’s 
schedule. It has been the practice of 
Revenue Ap nts for some time, proceeding 
as they did under the Beiknap case, tne 
pioneer in back-lax litigation of tecent 
years, to makv general allegations against 
supposed delinquents. After gottlng ine 
defendants on the stand, they would then 
“search his conscience” and ascertain the 
true status of his holdings. 

According to Judge Lincoln’s conclusion, 
the Revenue Agent must know at the out¬ 
set the particular property he proposes to 
subject to back taxation

Albert Charlton, one of the Democratic 
hold-over Senators, yesterday requested 
Daniel E. O'Sullivan. Assistant City At¬ 
torney, to prepare for him a measure 
which he proposes to have enacted into 
law by the next Kentucky Legislature 
placing primary elections on the t&mu 
basis with regular electior The primary 
election law contemplated by Senator 
Chariton Is based on the Wisconsin law 
governing the holding of primaries, and 
will give tho poor man who aspires to 
oitice an equal chance to enter a pi unary 
wltn the man of wealth. 

Senator t.naiiton has been contemplat¬ 
ing tnr prepa.auon cf such a law tor a 
long time. He tavors a rofoim In the 
method of conducting prtnnu ies, and by 
the terms of the measuie coniempta^eu by 
him every party will holds its primary 
on the same day, at the same time, and 
in the same place. It wnl provide for 
th$ naming uf election officers in the same 
manner as that provided by the law gov¬ 
erning regular ejections. A commission, 
composed of one Democ.at and one Re¬ 
publican, together with the Sneriff, snail 
have the naming of election cfficeis In a 
county election, and at each voting place 
there shall be two Detnoctats and two 
Republicans to ser ve as primary election 
officers. 

Anyone who desires to enter a 
primary, provided the measure now being 
prepared by Mr. O’Sullivan at the request 
of Senator Charlton b<comv.H a law, shall 
have the right, provided he pi€*sents a 
petition bearing the names of W) people 
willing to support him. The law will do 
away with all assessments against per¬ 
sons desiring to enter a primary, as the 
measure now being prepared will pro¬ 
vided that the city, county or State, as the 
case may be, shall bear the expense of 
all primaries. It will further provide that 
all primaries be held not later than nine¬ 
ty days prior to on election. 

Senator Charlton’s chief aim In having 
prepared such a measure is to aecu.e for 
tile potr man who aspl.es to office the 
same chance as that enjoyed by the man 
of wealth. He contends that under tho 
present arrangement many a man is kept 
from enti ring a race for office because 
of the fact that he ts financially unable 
to bear the expense attached to entering 
a primary. 

When asked yesterday how long he 
thought It would take him to prepare 
the measure. Mr. O'Sullivan said It would 
not take him a great while. He said that 
Senator Charlton 1s enthusiastic over the 
measure, and feels sure that he will be 
enabled to have It enacted Into law.
